CoQtains .a letter. from the Lieutenniit- 
Governor of that province to tlie sec- 
retary of state, iraiiamit-ting a cojiy of 
an order-'ii-Cotincil passed hy tlic IJi it- 
ish Columbia Government on the sub- 
ject of in^njigration, in reference to 
•which hia Honor saya: "Tlie report of 
th^e potmoil ^^on tho'j necessity -of at- 
tralbting a*fleairfole . cISbs of' wliite la- 
"borer.s to tlie province, antl .seeking tlie 
co-operation of the T)oiuiniou Ciovcru- 
ment' to carry out a coinprehenHivo 
scheme of iiuiuigratioii, goes .somewhat 
fully into the causes tliat liave hitlier- 
to tended to interfere with the immi- 
gration of a desirable class of white 
laborers, tlie coo.sequent introtluclion 
of large quantitie.s of L'liinoso to ])er- 
fdriii indispeiisible work, and tlin detri- 
mental oU'eet on tlie province of .so 
large a number of Chinese." It con- 
tends iliat true interest of the province, 
and the^ Dominion alike, demands an 
attempt to proBCCute the large public 
works now in hand by means of free 
white labor, so that tlie va.st expendi- 
ture thereon may bo retained in the 
in the countiy and utilized for its fur- 
ther develojieinent .Th<j' Dominion 
Government took this order-iu Coum il 
ab once into consideration, and on 
April 9th, 1882, the following report 
was made Ijy the Clovcrnor Opneral iii- 
C'ouncil: 1st. The report of tlie ICx- 
ecutivc Council .sets forth tluit r.ritish 
Columbia, during all tlie yeai-s Hiiiee 
Confederation lia.s contributed to the 
Federal revenues much more largely in 
proportion to its population than the 
other provinces, and yet ha.s never par- 
ticipated in any of the appropriations 
made from time to tiiiio by the IJo- 
niinion Parliament for 

TUK I'llO.MOTIOX 01" I.M.MIUIIATIOX. 

The Minister thinks it well to point 
out that there ia an apparent inaccura- 
cy of fact in the statement. The Do- 
minion Parliament did during the ses- 
sions of 1872 and 187.'' vote a grant of 
§■70,000 in aid of the pro\'ince.s for the 
encouragement of innnigratioii, as re- 
quested by delegates from the pro- 
Tinces at an immigration conference 
held in the fall of 1871. Out of this 
sum a grant of $5,000 in each year 
naoied was paid to British Columbia, 
'which wa.^ considered fairly liberal in 
viev of the population of tlio re.sijec- 
tive provinces and their rea|)ectiv(; 
claims. It is further to be ])oiiilnd 
out that 'the advantages ot-Briti.sh 
Columbia as a field for immigration 
have been fully set forth by the De- 
partmehVbf -Agriculture as those of 
any other province. The Minister 
■while admitting tlie particular claims 
of the province for consideration, the 
measures which have been taken by 
the Dorninion Government, involving 
very largo expenditure uf tapital, have 
not only been of a chanicter to It.-id up ti) 
a very largo immigration of white settlors, 
but are in fact absolutely neceaaary as a 
proliriiinary to any considerable niovo- 
mont of this nature, because to facilitate 
and clieapon the intercourse between' emi- 
gration coiilrcH the province needs the 
railway. On the subject of llio

in British Columbia, the ininiHter ruiiiarkB 
that the most effective way possible to 
meet the evil wiU'ho found in the comple- 
tion of the public works in fpu!stioii by 
opening up easy conimunicatioii si itli eini- 
jtration centres. Witli respect to the ar- 
guniont advanced that the oxteiiaii-e pub- 
lic works in progress should bo carried on 
by free white labor, the minister iiads 
that the government would be called 
upon to assume the most serious "re.spon- 
aibility if it attempted to .sui>ply the con- 
tractors with whom the coutract.s have 
'boon made with any particular kind of la- 
bor.. The estimates for the contracts 
were made upon a calculation on tlio then 
existing state of the labor market . AVith 
respect-to the well digc8ted;Bohenie of^ini- 
migration proposed, the minister says 
that in view of the early completion of 
the railway works in progres.s, it is in the 
interest of the whole Dominion to adopt 
a particular and energetic policy to pro- 
mote emigration to'IJritish Columbia, and 
he states that tlio necessary .steps having 
been taken to prepare an authoritative 
panipldct for circulation throughout Croat 
Brihlin and Europe, ho advises that for 
one "year, in order to establish

panMcuIw-'antli excelpt ionably :diflioul t po- 



sition of the province in relation to emi- 
gration. He recommends that the agree- 
ment of tlie immtgratfon conference of 
1871 to establish an immigration ofBco in 
Victoria should bo put into effect, .and 
that a vote be submitted to parlianiont 
during the present session for that pur- 
pose, and ho suggests that the govorn- 
nient of the province should assist in the 
common object of placine immigrants 
after arrival. A report embracing' these 
recomniondations was forwarded to the 
lioutenant-govornor at British Columbia.

' ' JtSumis^woria seii't'to Ottawa and London, 
docunieiita and inapa wero printed and 
scattered tln'ongliout, Canada and the 
United Kingdom. Keconnnendatiun af- 
ter roconiniendation was made to the Im- 
perial government and (piielly laid aside 
Dy the Canadians. Everyone admitted 
that the province had been badly treated, 
and tllat her claims wero entitled to Con- 
sideration; all were not so pronounced 
in favor of the nieaiia adopted to aecurc a 
recognition of iiur riLjlita. ()iir petitiuiis 
asking to be alluwoJ to leave the union 
were pigeon-holeiliour threats of .secesaion 
were laughed at, and our delegatoa wore 
snubbed and ridiculed because tliey would 
listen to no reasonable proposition for a 
speedy settlement of the ditl'erencea. Mat- 
ters could not well have been worse tlian 
they wore when the lalu government went 
to the country laatsunnnor. Clomenla it 
Co., who had been given a charter for the 
construction, of the EscmirnaU-Nanaimo 
railway, hacf^ -failed.- McNtii'ueo & Oo., 
who had secured the contract for con- 
structing the dry dock had been forced to 
the wall. 'I'he act which conveyed tlie 
island railway belt to the Dominion guv- 
ornmont in (;on.si<leration of that govern- 
ment securing tho construction of the 
island railway, had been repealed, and 
tho niiniator of justice in consequence 
had declared that Canada was no longer 
obligated to build that lino. Tho ninin- 
land railway land.s were locked up, ami 1.I10 
key was apparently lost, while valuable 
settlers clamored in vain at tho daor for 
admittance. The outlook was moat un - 
promising; and many pr. dicted that the 
tiuntry'WBS on the eve nfa disaster as 
widespread and destructive in its elTeots 
as the financial collapse of ISGl. The 
then premier — Mr. Walkom — scented the 
approaching danger from afar. Ho saw 
that the policy of his goven\merit had 
brought the country to the verge of ruin 
and that the days of his policy wero uuni- 
borod. He sought safety in flight— took 
refuge on the bench; leaving his leaa for- 
tunate colleagues to <face tho constituen- 
cies. The result of the appeal waa the 
defeat of the govprnment, and the repu- 
diation of their "Fight Canada" policy. 
A largo majority of tlie niembei's elect 
wore pledge(r to etl'ect an lionor.ablo poaco 
and when tho house met the govern- 
ment went down' at unco. Tliey were 
replaced by men who liad been elected 
for tho express purpose of bringing the 
"war" — which had proved disastrous to 
the provinc^TTrto an end. Negotiations 
were immediately opened with Ottawa. 
There the new ministry wore met with 
the opinions of the law ofiicera of the 
Crown that the obligation of tho Domin- 
ion to build the Island line had been re- 
lieved by the action of the' late govern- 
ment in repealing the land reserve act, 
and that the conduct of their delegate at 
Ottawa had been sucli aa to entirely 
alienate tho former friendship of tlie Mac- 
donald govornmont. It will bo aeon that 
in opening negotiations the new govern- 
ment ifere^heayily haitd^cappedtrbut they 
approach'ed ffle^'brk' ih'a spirit of moder- 
ation and conciliation. The result has 
.been a comple.to settlement of all tho 

* points at issue between tho two govorn- 
■ ments. The island railway ia to bo coni- 
'ihenced forthwith and the Uada sold at 
81 per acre. The drydock is to pass into 
' l)diTiiiiibn hands on payment to the pro- 
vihco 'of the money tliey have laid out 
upon it; tho mainland railway lands are 
to bo thrown open to the immigrai'.ts who 
are pourin;,' into tho country in daily in- 
creasing volume; and last, but by no 
means least, tho Dominion government 
'hava , pledged themselves to assist white 
immigrants to reach the province. 

The ministry and house are to ho com- 
plimented on their" courao and the pa- 
triotism that has marked theiij^^orta. 

No legislative liody ever acc(jnipT:aliod 
a more ditlicult laslc . Every nu-mber has 
made large [)''i'.Honal sacrilice.s to secure 
the great tMid, and the future historian 
will a^vttrd the meed of praise to tlie lirst 
session' of the fourth parliament aa the 
most useful and beneficial of ■ any since 
tho date of confederation. Tho meiuber.s 
will be followed to tht ir homes by the 
thanks of their ■ iiatiluents, and tho min- 
istry will apply themseU'cs during the re- 
cess to tho pv'tparation of now measures 
for the still further advancement of thia 
noblo province. 

AN INDIAN AfirrATOR. 

The native coinmunily of India arc agi- 
tated at the attacka made by tho oppon- 
ents of Mr. Libert's bill on the viceroy's 
general p.olicy. 'J.'he native Jeaders are 
aiixioti^i<tb avbidj^ublio *demt)jiitrjttions, 
lest th1j*goveri'irfioi\t shoul'drljo • emfo'rrass- 
ed. At a meeting at Dacca, h<jwovor, Mr 
1 Lalmolium (iho.se showed little retorve. 
Ho defended his countrymen against un- 
provoked abusive attacks, and remarked 
that their opponents had raised the broad- 
oc.isauo whether India ahould bo govern- 
ed-on.-the'principles of the Queen's pro- 
clamation. Ho deprecated any iiiiitatioii 
of tho seditious larigiiage of the .Anglo- 
Indiair agitators, and advised hifi coiiii- 
trynion to roly upon tho justice of the 
British parliament and iiatiim. Ho de- 
scribed Lord llipon's government aa the 
brightest p.age in Indian history.and calcu- 
lated to extinguish the lost sparks of raco 
antagonism. This is tlio Dailij News ver- 
sion of tho nengalee gentlom.m's speech. 
Tho 77»o;.'; correspondent gives a dill'ererP. 
accqiint^of it. The dangerous tejuloncy 
of the recent nieaaure.s of government, he 
remarks, has been well illustrated by the 
pronounceniont. Tho speaker waa "a 
Bengalee who some yeara ago was sent to 
England by one of the. Indian political as- 
sooiations us a paid and professional agita- 
tor," His speech la totally devoid of ar- 



gument, aiid is from beginning to end a 
piece of clever but coarse invective. Ho 
begins by pouring out his wrath upon one 
of the gentlemen who addressed the Cal- 
cutta indignatiph meeting l.tst month. 
The fact^thSlKan .^rmonian gentleman 
spoke al the Calcutta' meeting gives him 
an opportunity for a tierce attack upon 
t!io .\rnienian conmuuiity ;but his abusive 
rhetoric bwata all bounds when ho coinea 
to diacuas Sir .James Stephens' letter in 
tho Titnes. Ho describes that learned 
judge aa a bitter and notorious oiuuny of 
India; as one who has risen through dirt 
to dignity, and in whose breast tho spirit 
of evil is as strong as ever; aa being the 
chief author of the repressive policy which 
led to the murder of Mr. Juatice Nor- 
man, and as one who has already richly 
won the curses of the Indian people, and 
which followed him across the sea, but 
for whoso achievements, thore'^'can be no 
fitting or truly adeipiato reward excepting 
ina world to come. He tliQu goes on to 
make the reniarkable admission that at 
the coinmeiu'eineut of this diaoU8.<iion tho 
people of India took but languid inter^\^t 
in the bill, because they looked upon it a.', 
only a small inslahnont of a largo' pcan to 
native hands. He condemned, os niove- 
nienlsin tliafdireetion, the resolutions of 
the governor-general in council dateilMay 
last, and the criminal piocedun^ bill. In 
the resolutions tlio natives wero told that. 
I he governor-general in council did not 
expect any immediate improvcnieiit in ac- 
tual government to result from the pro- 
posed change; but that it was desirable 
for tlio pur])O30s of "popular political 
education." Ho regarded the use of these 
words as very unfortunate. The natives, 
as might have been anticipated, took 
them as a promise of repro-sontativo na- 
tive government. 

THE PORT SIMFSON LANDS. 

The report o{ the house committee on 
certain charges preferred tliroiigii tlie 
columns of a disreputable local print, 
against tho government with respect to 
the notice of intention to purchase cer- 
tain lands at Port Simpson harbor, waa 
submitted yesterday . It coiu[)letely o.v- 
onerates tho members of the government 
and any otHcer of the govoriiniout of irre- 
gularity, and refutes tho accusations of 
corruption and favoritism. The original 
notice of reservation was never piiblishcd 
• — why, is not clear. And the notice with- 
drawing the reservation was not publish- 
ed through an oversight. The applica 
tion to be allowed to survey tho lands 
came from Mr. Ralph; and until- notices 
of an intention to purchase had appeared 
in the (Juzette, tho govornmont were ig- 
norant of "the per:i()iinel of tho parties 
whom Mr. Ralph reproacntod. Tho 
transaction would appear to have been 
porfectly fair from beginning to end and 
tho.eommittee's report will set at rest the 
slanderous imputations that have been 
directed at the government-. 



Novr York Sosrlns to Hoallzo tho Evils 
of Chlncao Zmmlgrratlon- 

Xkw Youk, May 8.— Tlic P,is/ 
gives additional details of tho allegetl 
Chinese bestiality recently o-NpoHed 
in Mott street, and wliicli has 
shocked the conimunity. Within a 
.stone's tlirow of tho church of the 
Transfiguration, at Park and Mott 
streets, are at lea.st fifty lioii.ses rented 
and wholly occupied by Chinese. The 
ostensible biSsihess ]>ursued are those 
of grocers and tobacconists., but the 
real busine.s.s is done in upper rooms 
and consists of gambling, opium .smok- 
ing and practices which cannot bo- men- 
tioned, but which form a grouml for 
tho present movement. 

The people of the jirocinct give the 
Chinese a very bad character. Ac- 
cording to one intelligent oflicer they 
are worse tlian tlie Italians, their 
predecessors in the noighborhood, ever 
dreamed of being. When they get to

Tliey are dangerous, being quick at 
drawing.kinyps, :wliich .tliey carry in 
the back of their bIou.sea with revolv- 
er.s. Ill their per.sonal habits they nn^ 
considered by the police to bo a good 
deal lower than the beasts, and overv 
respectable per.son v/hoin the reporter 
saw agreed that they wero a curse to 
the neighborhood and the cause of un- 
told mi:;Qry and disease. Father Bar- 
ry informed a reporter that within a 
few months disguises have been drop- 
pe^i, and the Chinese do not attemjit 
to disguisf t!-eir hujiinoss. They begin 
by giving candy, dosed with opium, to 
little girls playing around the street.s, oi- 
who go to and from .school or church 
through Mott street.

She is induced to smoke by hags at- 
tached to each establishment, antl after 
that the ruin of tho girls is easy. Fa- 
ther Barry estimates that one hundred 
little girla hav^ been ruihed'within the 
last yedr. Whenever the police have 
attempted to interfer*^, political jioucr 
hasbcf'ii excited to_protnct the Chinese, 
and in one case, whieli I'\itlier Jj.iitv 
mentioned, a policonian had been 
warned that lie would lose his place; if 
he molested the Chinese.

rlllVILKOK. 

Mr. McLecso said he was reported in 
The Co?0(ii\sf as moving for a constable at 
Ohilcoatin; it should have read "polling 
place." 

Report of select committoo appointed 
to enquire into lifting of reserve on Port 
Simpson lands was read. 

Mr. Pooloy moved that report with the 
evidence be received. Carried. 

Mr. Wilson made a motion without no- 
tice, with reference to the adjudication of 
tho claims of McNameo & Co. 

Mr. Armstrong objected to the motion 
as being out of order. 

Mr. Allen was sorry to hear any niom- 
bor object to this motion.

Exploratory survey, Kootonay river re- 
clamation scheme — SI 500, ■ !, ' 

Hon. IVIr. Sinithe said there was a large 
extent of land at tho head of Kootonay 
lake at present comparatively valueless; 
but before entering into agreement with 
any company for tlio reclamation of this 
land it was necessary tho government 
should bo in possession of better informa- 
tion on tho subject, and this sum was 
therefore voted for that purpose. 

Mr. Beavon said all necessary informa- 
tion could bo obtikined for a tenth of the 
sum proposed, from the government agent 
in the district. He otherwise thought it 
was a waste of public funds. . 

Mr. Orr thought the sum voted was 
very moderate. 

Committee rose and reported resolution 
to tho house. 

Mr. Beaven wanted it understood that 
the house was not unanimous on tlio 
Kootenay and Columbia river railway 
bill. Ho did not want it assorted at a 
future time because there was no division 
that the house was unanimous on tho 
bill, aa had been stated with respect to 
the otl'er of the dock to the imperial gov- 
ernment. . 

Hon. Mr. Robsonsaid the cases were 
not at all parallel. In the ease of the 
dock matter there was an order in coun- 
cil stating that the resolution was passed- 
unanimously. This was not the case with 
the Kooten.ay bill. 

Hon. Mr. Sniithe read extracts toprovo 
that tho position taken by Mr. Beaven 
was not warranted l)y the facts, and show- 
ed he was not consistent.

Mr. Dunsmuir moved that a respectful 
address bo presented to tho Lieutenant 
(iovernor praying him to witlidraw his 
assent to the act authorizing the construc- 
tion of a line of railway from the South 
Wellington railway to Departure Bay . 

Mr. Beavon thought that this resolu- 
tion should be so worded as to request 
government to advise. 

Hon. Mr. Smithe said he did not clear- 
ly 300 any necessity for altering tho reso- 
lution at all. Tho promoters had e.x- 
pressed a wish that the bill should r 
become law, and ho thought that if the 
request wore made through tho executive 
council it would liavo the desired effect.

Mr. Armstrong, thought there was no 
need for such hasty legislation . - Ho did 
not think cases would arise before next 
session rendering tho amendment noces- 
aary. Ho objected to tho motion. 

Mr. Dunsmuir said Mr. Armstrong was 
as stubborn as a mule, (laughter.) He 
wanted a little coaxing and it was to bo 
hoped he would withdraw his objection. 

Mr. Armstrong said he would not witli- 
draw iti 

Hon. Mr. Smithe moved that the re- 
ports and evidence delivered last year in 
connection with the dry dock be printed 
in the seasional papers of this year. 

Carried.

Capt. .1 aggers' cross-examin.ition by 
Mr. Joaaie continued — My opinion is that 
tho lire was purely accidental; the G rap- 
pier's boats wero in good condition, they 
could not have been in better. 

T'o the Deputy Attorney General— The 
fireman who took altemate" watches with 
the engineer had iio certificate, the engi- 
neer selected him because he thought no 
was a good man. 

To tho jury — I picked the pilot, Sidney 
Fraiiklyn, up in the Gulf of Georgia be- 
tween Nanaimo and Goiuo.\ near Cape 
Lazo; I wished him to come aboard to as- 
sist me, so that T could* get a rest below 
once in a while; I yot him aboanl about 
(i p.m. on the 2!ltli .\i)ril; the last lime I 
saw him he was talking lu me, aiul then 
he disappeared suddenly; I cannot tell how 
he lost his life; he disappeared aljout an 
hour and a half before 1 left tho vusael; 
the insurance companies do not insist on 
a pilot being taken. 

Henry Saunders, sworn — The owners 
of tho Grapplor are Capt. Warren and my- 
aely; there are no others interested in her; 
I have the list of passengers at the store, 
but it is not complete, as men went on 
board without my knowledge. The cer- 
tificate of inspection is on board the Ves- 
sel; there ia also a copy at the custom 
hou.se; there was no insurance on the hull 
of tile vessel, not a cent, excepting on 
some merchandise of mine; she was in- 
aitred two or three years back; we do not 
insure our vessels, we take tho risk our- 
selves; we had the Beaver insured for a 
long time, but gave up insuring her; lam 
not aware since Capt. Meyers' time that I 
have made application for insiwaiice for 
the Grapplor; the insurance on my own 
goods was for the amount of tho cost 
price; I sent some silver up to the can- 
neries to pay wages; that waa not covered 
by insurance; the amount of my insur- 
ance for my own freight was between 
three and four tliousaiid dollars' worth; 
I have an open policy for freight by tho 
insurance company at the same rato as 
any other vessels going north; I did not 
know that the Qrappler was not provided 
with. sufficient hose; I considered she was; 
1 supplied whatever boats wero neceasary 
at the time of the inspection; knew as 
owner that the Orappler when leaving 
Victoria was not provided with a metal- 
lic life boat; 1 considered the Orappler 
had boats sufficient to carry all the pas- 
sengers on board, which 1 think were 
about 100; I knew as owner that the 
Grapplor when leaving this port was only 
provided with ship's boats canablo of 
holding 30 people; 1 considered there 
were sullicieiit boats for all the passen- 
gers; there were so many boats that the 
large boat was loft behind; some of tho 
boats on board belonged to Mr, Mc.-\.!lis 
tor and wore used for salmon fi.shing; 
thoy were large flat bottom boats; they 
could bo lowered at the davita like tho 
other boatj; theae boats have always rings 
in the stern and bow for mooring pur- 
puses; there-were davita on each side tho 
vessel ; we have had the large boat which 
was loft behind two or three years; all the 
inspector asked for in tho certificate wore 
two boats; I believe she had the same 
large boat in August, 1882; I w-as aware 
that the Grapplor with 100 passengers on 
board was only iirovided with 00 life pre- 
servers; I did not know that the fireman 
who took watch with the engineer had no 
certificate; Mr. Steele, tho engineer, 
shipped him as 2nd engineer, and his 
w.ages w-ere paid as such; we never inter- 
fered in tho matter, but left it to him; 
my license was for freight and tug boat; 
Mr. Vipond asked if I intended to carry 
passengers on the Grapplor; T said I 
thought not; we carry pasaengora on all 
our boata; it was a case of emergency or 
the Grapplor would not have gone; if I 
get my clearance at the custom house 1 
consider that the boat is entitled to carry 
passengers. 

To Mr. Jessie — Mr. Vipond would have 
_ivon the certificate if I had applied to 
carry pasaengora, which I did not; Andrew 
Gray gave a thorougli inspection last No- 
vember, and would have given a certifi- 
cate to carry passengers, but the boiler 
w-as warm, and was not tested; his certifi- 
cate was therefore only given till March 
and lodged in the custom house; the Grap- 
plor was never in bettor condition than 
when she left on the last trip; the captain 
and engineer look great interest in her 
and made many iinprovementa. The 
steamer had been laid up since last No- 
vember and aiiice that time we had spent 
over §0,000 in repairs and improvomonts; 
in last October the clearance had been re- 
fuaed, but previous to Andrew Gray'a in- 
specticju she had been on the w-ays; he 
gave her a certiticate for a ; ..i-ui.iji'r 
boat; the inspection at this time wai a 
thorough one; we contemplated placing 
tho new steamer of Capt. Warren's on tho 
northern route; in November tho Grap- 
plor had a new shaft, machinery through- 
ly overhauled and boiler attended lo; 
there had been nothing but pay out on thai 
boat for the last five months; the boat 
was fully equipped to the satisfaction of 
the inspector; anything tho captain wanted 
he had only to ask for; the certificate only 
required two boats; I had no intimation 
uKule officially that a metallic life boat was 
necessary for tho firai)pler; I can coiae to 
no other conclusion than that the fire was 
purely accidental. 

T(j the deputy attorney general — Tho 
freight certificate says two boats; the pas- 
senger certificate says three; we had three 
but one was left behind to make room for 
the other boats of Mc.Vllister; it is the 
first time I have heard that one of the 
three boats reijuired for the Orappler 
should be a metallic life boat. 

The foreman, Mr. Dale, said tho jury 
wished to have some of the passeRg*ers 
summoned as well as Mr. Gray, and the 
in(|ueat was adjourned till 10 o'clock on 
iNlonday morning. . .

The archdeacon of Melbourne relates 
that during the epoch of the groat gold 
fever he had a curate whose duty it was 
to olliciate at some of the diggings. On 
Sunday morniiigs ho preached at one sot 
of shanties, and.then.vyi|lked,.ll miles to 
another village for evening service. Half 
way across the plain stood a solitary tree, 
where he used to rest and eat his frugal 
dinner. For two years he had done so, 
when ono day throe miners, following his 
e.Kample, sat down to picnic on tho same 
spot, and one of them, on getting up, 
just tried tho soil with his pick, where, 
at a depth of about two feet, lay a mass 
of ore which . realized '6l'40,00p. That 
curate pondered deeply on what might 
have been. 

The Douglass family, to which Lady 
Florence Dixie belongs, aro people of 
very sensitive organizations. Her moth- 
er, Lady Queensbury, wheij, spnie years 
(igo, her son fell down a crevasse among 
the Alps, where he perished' miserably, 
bad a vision while walking in her garden 
at Yentnor, in which she saw him in a 
deep place with an injured foot, taking oil' 
his spring sideboot and throwing it up- 
ward with all his strength, in order that 
ho might attract some ono to the hole at 
the bottom of which he lay. It after- 
ward appeared that tho day and hour co- 
incided with the time at which ho waa 
lost, and it was the finding of such a boot 
that ultimately led to the discovery of 
his remains. • 

A fisherman in Hull, England, died a 
little over a fortnight aince after sufiering 
excruciating tortures from some internal 
malady that his medical attendants could 
not grapple with. .Just before his death 
he oxprosseda desire that hia body should 
be subjected to a post mortem exaniiha- 
tion, which waa done, and the fact was 
developed that his liver had been nearly 
eaten away by a whole army of living 
creatures, resembliiig trichinte. It is be- 
lieved that ,,the hiau had -Bwallowed an 
egg of a parasite-in eiiting some uncook- 
ed moat. 

In the new bronze statue of Lord Bea- 
consfield in Parliament Square, London, 
the Earl appears in his robea and the 
Order of tho Garter, and holds a scroll in 
ono hand. 

An English manufacturer -was lately 
fined §350 for an infringement of the 
Factory Act. The inspector had found 
45 women in the mill seven minutes after 
the hour of closing.

There has always been something 
about a sentry box to tempt the practical 
joker, and the boxes at tho new London 
Law Courts have proved no exception to 
tho rule. A gentleman "described as a 
barrister," and "laboring under tempor- 
ary excitement," marched into one of the 
boxes tho other night, shouldered his 
cane, and challenged all comers, includ- 
ing tho soldier on sentry duty himself. 
Having refused to give up hia position, 
the amateur sentry waa summarily eject- 
ed, and hia defence for having then 
atriick the soldier with hia eaae waa.''that 
his "dignity had been oflended" by the 
soldier's treatment of him. The magis- 
trate, however, has added injury — in the 
shape of a fine of £5 — to the insult. 

A very ancient and amusing ceremony 
was observed the other day at the iMan- 
sion House, London. The blue- coat 
boya from Christ's Hospital went in a 
procession to the Mansion House, and 
wore there presented by tho Lord Mayor 
with a new coin each, fresh from the 
mint. Thirteen Grecians received a 
guinea each, eluven junior Grecians half 
guinea, forty-two monitors half a crown, 
and G75 of the rank and file a shilling. 
They also had a plum bun and a glass of 
wine or lemonade. 

Among some of tho disadvantages of 
royialty is tho lack of privacy accorded to 
it; and royal personages aro frequently in 
tho habit of securing this privacy, when 
on a journey, by traveling incognito. 
The king and queen of tho Netherlands 
aro now passing through England in this 
way, and are said to be enjoying tliem- 
selvos like two children let out of school.
